On every side of me people 
were in the water, soma of them calm and 
doing their bast, and others wildly strug- 
gUag. I do not think many of those people 
were saved.

In a Bad Via— Russia la a Paeltton to 
Foree Boglaad Into Snbmlaeioa — Motes. 
LoirooN, Aug. M. —Tbe report that Pre- 
mier Crispi will remaia aO FHedricbsraba 
until Friday, and baa arranged a meetiag 
with Count Kalnoky, the Aoatrian prime 
minister, at CarUbail, before returning to an 
Rome, is reported as Iw.ving grave siunifl- 
oanoe, in view of the reply of M. Goblet to 
Italian note concerning Italyt oocupatlon of 
Maasowab. Tbe relation between Italy and 
Fraaoa have at no time within the last few 
years been friendly, and many acts of re- 
prisal on both sides of the line dividing; the 
two countries have r<>contly taken j)l(ice, 
with tbe result of still further estranging 
these neighlx>ring governments, though 
not suflloieatly to provoke either to warlike 
action. 

Now, however, it Is becoining quite evi- 
dent thnt Italy, strong in the proniist? of as 
sistance from two of the most [low.'rfiU (gov- 
ernments in Europe, sees in tbe weakness of 
tbe government of Franoe and tbe unsettled 
•tato of poUtioa ot thai ooaato''t the advant- 
age of adoptfaag aa aggrsartva polloy and 
the preeent tour of Signor Crispi, can 
scarcely be considered as directerl toward 
the accompliKhment of any object than that 
of obtaining flnal and specific assurances of 
supp9rt from the other pattiaa to tba tri- 
partite agreement. 

No country was ever more unfortunately 
situated than Franoe is at present. Tbe gov- 
ernment itself represents nothing, nor does 
any one of the numerous political partfee 
and factions except the Monarchists and the 
Boulanglsts, represent anything. Tbe Mon- 
archists, whose ascendancy oould at least 
give France one of tbe things, if not the one 
thing efae most needs, a strong government, 
are hopelessly the minority and the Boulang- 
lsts are an unknown quantity. The one 
party represents tbe chief element of sta- 
bility in an European country, aud the other 
represents a degree of patriotism which de- 
mands that Franoe shall tall no lower in tbe 
estimation of her sisters nations. 

It is not necessary for Boulanger to re- 
mind his followam that a handful of French 
soldiera kept Victor Emmanuel out of Home. 
They remember that and other evidences of 
tbe former glory and power of France only 
too well, and it Is this recollection that exas-
